Note and Comment 


Considerable irritation is being 
showu in the two provinces to the 
east in regard to the way in which 
Alberta grain products-:are receiv- 
ing due recognition, Senator Per- 
ley of Wolsely rushes into print 
with .a remarkable letter. which 
makes some very serious charges. 
It appears in the Winnipeg ‘Tele- 
gram, 

“I to-day noticed ‘writes the Senator 
“in your paper that George Hill, a gov- 
ernment Jand inspector, I presume for 
Alberta, has made it a part of his duty to 
advertise to the world that the province 
of Alberta-is a better oat producing prov- 
ince than either Manitoba or Saskatche- 
wan, To am proud of the man who is 
patriotic cnough to boast of his own dis- 
trict or province, but I do not, however, 
approve of his patriotism when he does 
it at the expense of sister provinces, es- 
pecially such provinces as Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan that are beyond the 
question of a doubt the garden of Can- 
ada, Manitoba is known, the wide 
world over, as the land of No. 1 hard 
wheat and other agricultural products 
of equally excellent quality, Saskatch- 
ewan has not been so long settled, 
and is not so well known, but soon will 
be as her agricultural resources are 
greater in proportion to her area than 
any other province or state in America, 
Saskatchewan does not have. to boast 
of oats worth 20 cents per bushel, ‘The 
Suskatehewan = farmer's staple — crop 
is No.1 wheat. We only raise or pro- 
duce oats enough in Saskatchewan for 
home use, and for Alberta to make up 
her show exhibit when she goes abroad 
to exhibit, Yet you will be surprised to 
learn, Mr Editor, that about the first of 
last. September, a Mr, Craig, an em- 
ployee of the Alberta yovernment and 
upraduate of Guelph Agricultural col- 
lege, Ont., a good competent person 
for the business, came to Wolsley, He 
sail he had instruction to make a se- 
lection of oats, wheat and barley, for 
the Alberta government to send to the 
Halifax exhibition for the purpose, as 
he said to me again, to advertise Alberta 
as a good country to immigrate to. Mr 
Craig was instructed to go to Major 
Cales farm, south of Wolsley about seven 
miles, then to Perley farm and on to the 
Ixperimental Farm, Indian Head, to get 
the required samples of oats, wheat, and 
barley. aos 

“ Fle got from Major Cale, whieat, oats, 
and barley, from, Perley farm he oe 
got wheat and oats, and here Tet me add, 
he said the oat crop from which he made 
the selection on Perley farm was the best 
he lad seen this season, What he got 
at the Indian Head farm Ido not know, 
lonly know Mr. Kennedy drove him 
there to make a selection. 

“Wad it not been for the article in 
your paper to-day J would have made no 
mention of the above facts, Jn conclu- 
sions Jet ime say to the Alberta many that 
his province is grea enough and has re- 
sources cnough within itself to boast of 
without drawing a line of comparison 
with a province they got the seed oats 
from that produced the oats he is boast- 
ing of.” 


It is needless to point oul how 
serious these accusations are, One 
would hardly think that a man oc- 
eupying the dignificd post of Sen- 
ator would make them unadvis- 
edly, But asa matter of fact they 
are utterly without fotmdation, 
Mr. Hill, who substantiated the 
claims tnade by Alberta farmers be- 
fore the grain commission, is not 
an Albertan official but a Dominion 
grain inspector, who has ample 
means of knowing what he is talk- 
ing about and whom there is no 
reason whatever to suspect of be- 
ing ~ prejudiced in favor of any 
single province, As to the charge 
with which Mr, Craig’s aime is 
associated, that gentleman only be- 
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came an employee of the Albertan 
Government the first of November, 
and he now occupies the position 
of superintendent of Fairs and In- 
stitutes. ‘The Halifax exhibition 
was over long before that date. 
He did visit the farms in Senator 
Perley's district referred to, but it 
was as an official of the Saskat- 
chewan Government that he did so 
and his purpose was to secure 
samples for Saskatchewan's exhibit. 
Noone had anything to do with 
the preparation of Alberta’s ex- 
hibit but Mr. Frank Webb and Mr 
Ii. L, Richardson, A full retrac- 
tion is in order from the Senator. 
We are told that telephone poles 
are so scarce that construction 
operations on the new lines in the 
province are likely to be seriously 
impeded during the summer, . If 
they should become so scarce as to

underground, there are many peo-

An election campaign is on in 
the neighboring province of British 
Columbia. It is a toss-up who will 
win, ‘he Conservative govern- 
ment has performed excellent ser- 
vice in giving the province stabil- 
ity of administration for the past 
few years, the lack of which had 
told so seriously against its pro- 
gress for a long time before, On 
the other hand, several transactions, 
the most notable of which was the 
Kaein Island deal, particulars of 
which a woman lobbyist obtained 
in advance from the minister of 
mines, who has since resigned, cre- 
ated a bad impression, Mr, Mac- 
donald, the Jiberal leader, has 
called to his assistance W. B. Me- 
Innis, governor of the Yukon. He 
has shown administrative ability 
and is a popular speaker. [t is 
expected that the Socialists will 
elect some half-dozen members and 
probably hold the balance of power, 
This would be unfortunate. A de- 
cisive victory .would undoubtedly 
be in the best interests of the prov- 
ince, 

Incidentally it should be noted 
that in the ‘Toronto mayoralty elec- 
tion, the Socialists showed their 
strength by polling 8,282 votes for 
their candidate ayrainst mayor 
Coatsworth, who secured 18,805. 
An independent Socialist sectired 
1,885, It is probable that many 
Liberals voted fur the mayor's op- 
ponents, rather than support a Con- 
servative, Be that as it may, the 
result is likely to have an import- 
ant effect on the Socialistic move- 
nent throughout the country, 
arty men should have learned by 
this time how dangerous it is to 
play with fire.

‘The great obstacle is the haul 
across the mountains, but this is 
not an insuperable one and in a few 
years all the ports on the coast will 
be receiving Alberta flour and wint- 
er wheat, and spring wheat too, 
for that matter, ‘The Orient will 
be the natural market for some 
years, Japan and China taking in- 
creasingly large quantities of both 
flour and wheat. Of course, in the 
days to come, particularly if Japan 
secures commercial control of Man- 
churia, these’ countries will raise 
sufficient wheat for their own use. 
By the way, there are already large 
modern mills at Harbin. By the 
time the trade to China and Japan 
is no longer open, the Panama can- 
al will be completed and there will 
be a short and cheap route to Liver- 
pool, When that time arrives the 
United States will have reached a 
point where she will be more likely 
to be importing wheat to certain 
sections rather than exporting it, 
and Canada will be the yreat ex- 
porting country of the American 
continent. 

“Once Alberta can get her wheat 
to the seaboard for the same rate 
per mile as it costs the prairie to 
take it to Fort Willian, she will be 
in a position to compete in the 
markets of the world, and IT am 
convinced that this day is not far 
distant.” 

Mr. Goldie has sized up the situ- 
ation admirably. ‘That Alberta 
agriculture has made the progress 
that it has in the face of stich ob- 
stacles is surprising, ‘The ad- 
vantage up to the present has been 
all with the provinces to the east.
